A child's lashes may bo 
slightly clipped now and Ihon at tho 
extreme points and will be loncrer 
and better in consequence. But this 
should never bo done when a person 
grows older, as tho only effect it has 
then is to make thorn conrso nnd 
stubby.

It Must He T.ar£<% CIran ami Covered TVitli

Fowls must have a good sized range; 


the smallest hhould not be less than i>tiu 
acre for each 100 birds. 
It depends un 


tho kind to some eztrnt. Tiie larger and 
quieter breeds, ns the Light Brahma or 
the Plymouth Rock, may bo kept more 
easily in this way, as they do not (ieMrn 
the laryer freedom insisted up'»a by tho 
hKialltr nuil more active breeds.

range should be divided into at leasr 
two or three parts, so that each one 111,17 
bo n^cd in tnru, and tho ouo not iu tisi- 
may bo plowed ami sowed with tonio 
green crop as osts, turnip;,-, rape-, rmi.s- 
tnrd, pens or something tbe birds v>:\\ 
eat readily.

for tho fowls to 8ra''-° it, tho flock i.s 
tuinetl into it, and tho other (.'no ia 
treated in the samo way.

what is iiHii&penEable to fowls, a cleaa 
and healthful rango on which the best 
preen food may bo gathered, together 
with such iuKcts as may happen to ac- 
company the crop. With this food a suf- 


crushed bones and gravel must bo provid- 
ed regularly, together with pure water in 
ubomlance. 
Tho roosting honso is at- 


tached to this yard, or both of them, be- 
ing preferably placed between the two, 
so that by closing cue door niul opening 
another tho fowls may "no changed from 
one to the other. 
With such a range as 


this ono ounce of other food will be suf- 
ficient for a hen. Tho allowance of male 
birds must be 1 to ] 5 hens, if tho eggs 
aro to bo sold for breeding; otherwise it 
is a waste of food aud of eggs to have 
the cocks among tho hen.".
